Ottawa, July 13. — Mr. Laurier to-day 
completed the tusk ol allotting tho port- 
folios in his ministry, with the excep- 
tion of that of the interior department, 
which may go to Premier Greenway ol 
Manitoba in place of his Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Sif ton , as expected. The mem- 
bers of the new cabinet were sworn in 
before II ia Excellency this afternoon, 
and on the conclusion of the ceremony 
held their first meeting. The personnel 
of the ministry is as follows: :

Laurier.

It was shortly after four o'clock that 
His Excellency arrived at hia ofliee in 
the Eastern block, and Mr. Laurier was 
immediately sent for. Then, after a 
watt of a few minutes, Mr. McGee, the 
clerk of the privy council, went to sum- 
mon the new ministers to IHb Excel- 
lency's ollice. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, Sir Oliver Mowat and Mr. 
Davies were the first to come down 
the corridor. Sir Richard Cartwright 
wore a self-satisfied and exultant air, 
Sir Oliver Mowat beamed pleasantly 
through nia spectacles, while Mr. Davies 
came along with a nonchalance refresh- 
ing to Bee. Following these three gentle- 
men came the others in a group. The 
absentees of to-day were Sir Henri Joly 
and Messrs. Blair.Feildingand Geoffrion. 
Mr. Blair was in town but he is yet 
premier of New Brunswick, and conse- 
quently could not take tho oath of ollice. 
Sir Oliver, by the way, had left hia 
resignation in writing in Toronto with 
his private secretary and telegraphed 
him to present it to the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor. The old man was canny to the 
last, and did not take the slightest 
chance of a slip. 

Since yesterday several changes have 
been made by the Liberal leader in the 
disposition of the portfolios. Senator 
Scott was out of it last night, but he is 
in to-day. "Larry" Power had been 
chosen as Irish Catholic representative, 
but this morning it dawned upon some- 
body that the selection of Senator Power 
would give three " Bluenoses " to the 
cabinet, an undue proportion fiom Nova 
Scotia, which if carried out would have 
led to great dissatisfaction. Accord- 
ingly there was another shuttle of 
the cards and Senator Scott turned up 
trumps. Another change made since 
yesterday is putting back Mr. Fisher on 
the slate as minister of agriculture and 
assigning Mr. Mulock to the post ofiice 
department. As wired the other day, 
Sir Richard Cartwright has not got the 
finance department, which has been as- 
signed to Mr. Fielding. Sir Richard be- 
comes minister of trade and commerce. 
Sir Oliver Mowat's influence waa cast 
strongly in favor of this arrangement.

The ministers think it necessary to give 
ample time for re-election in their sev- 
eral constituencies, particularly as 
strenuous opposition is expected. The 
writs for the by-elections will be issued 
immediately. The difficulty regarding 
the salaries of the public service will be 
overcome by the issue if a Govornor- 
General's warrant. 

Mr. Geoffrion arrived hero to-night. 
As their Excellencies left for Quebec at 
6 o'clock this afternoon, he and Sir

WagonB 
and carriages were sent from Logan and 
the injured brought here for treatment. 
The Lusk house, New Moon building, 
opera house and Odd Fellows' hall were 
turned into hospitals and the injured 
cared for as well as possible. The dead 
were removed to the town undertaking 
establishment and laid out for identifi- 
cation.

Mr. Wells says that 
the fruit crop will be light. The Chilli- 
whack creamery is giving satisfaction — 
cows are milking freely. The hay crop 
is being cut. The yield of potatoes will 
not bo so great this year. Hay and grain 
look well. 

The lowest price offered for salmon is 
20 cents each. Contracts for the season 
have been made, and at 25 cents each. 
The week's catch has been light. 

NANAIMO. 

Na.NAI.MO, June 13. — Eva Booth, young- 
est daughter of General Booth, recently 
appointed to the command of the Salva- 
tion Army in Canada, will visit Nanaimo 
on Thursday week, June 23, when she 
will deliver a public address, particulars 
of which will be published shortly. 

It is stated that the New Vancouver 
Coal Company have been rewarded for 
continuing the Wilkinson level and "the 
slope " oi the No. L shaft, the two drifts 
having open up what to all appearances 
will prove a large and valuable area of 
coal.

KAMLOOPS. 
(From the Inland Sentinel.) 

W. Thibaudeau has located a lime rock 
on the west side of the North Thompson, 
near the Venn ranch. 

William Cook, a trapper, last autumn 
came across some good looking quartz in 
the vicinity of Fish Trap creek , which 
empties into the North Thompson river, 
and has taken Messrs. Redpath and 
Robinson, two experts, to examine the 
ledge. They are well provided with the 
necessary tools, etc., to make a thorough 
test. 

■I. Mctlregor, of Brandon, brought in 
from Manitoba some 50 Polled Angus 
bulls and a number of heifers of the 
same strain. He has already succeeded 
in disposing of most of them, 35 of the 
bulls and 11 heifers going to J. B. 
Graves. 

The exportation of horses from this 
province to Manitoba is a business that 
has not been active of late years. This 
week, however, J. McGregor, tin; well- 
known stock man of Brandon, came in 
and purchased 40 head from J. B. Graves. 
They were all heavy horses and are in- 
tended for farm work in the Prairie Pro- 
vince. 

On Wednesday afternoon an accident 
occurred on the C.P.K. about nine miles 
east of Kamloops, by which the engine 
drawing a heavy train of ioaded freight 
cars was turned upside down in the ditch 
and four cara were derailed. The acci- 
dent was caused by the failure of a gang 
of track repairers to set out flag signals 
to prevent the approach of trains. The 
track bad been taken up, and the ap- 
proach of the train, on account of 
a curve, was not noticed until too late to 
bring it to a standstill before the gap in 
the track had been reached. Engineer 
James Omnaeher and Fireman Kilby 
saved themselves by jumping. The 
train was in charge oi Conductor James 
Wright. No one was injured. 

Wentworth W. Woods returned from 
the Homestako mine, up the North 
Thompson river, the other day. He waa 
accompanied on his trip by a gentleman 
who was looking at the mine with a view 
to its purchase. Several parties, it is 
understood, are bidding for the property, 
and it is hoped that one or more of them 
will shortly secure it and begin active 
work of development aud reduction. 
Mr. Woods brought down with him a 
chunk of ore weighing over 100 pounds, 
and assaying a prodigious amount in the 
precious metals. 

On Tuesday evening a largo number 
of prominent citizens and farmers as- 
sembled at the provincial homo to wit- 
ness and participate in the wedding cere- 
monies of the superintendent of the in- 
stitution, Mr. Joseph Ratchford, and 
Mrs. Alico Pinchbeck, the matron. The 
ceremony was performed by the Rev. 
Mr. Flewelling, of the English church.

CARIBOO THE GOLDEN. 

Valuable Quartz Ledges Staked Off— Mining 
in Pemberton Meadows— Substantial 
Work Being Prosecuted. 

(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 
C. A. Seinlin, Philip Parks, Wm. Wal- 
ker, J. 0. Barnes and several other 
prominent farmers and stock raisers 
were in Aahcroft this> week. All agree 
that the hay crop will be very short and 
the range not likely to be in good condi- 
tion for wintering stock the coming sea- 
son. 

Wm. McCorkle and Engineer Sims of 
the Underwood Dredging Company 
came down by the last stage. Mr. Mc- 
Corkle is satisfied that the river beds of 
Cariboo will pay well for working and 
that the only thing to do is to get the 
proper method. Of the ultimate success 
of dredging he baa no question. It may 
be, as is now being tried, by pumps or 
it may be buckets or dippers which will 
lift the gravel bodily. 

Ah Coon, a Chinese merchant at Ques- 
nelle Forks, has a handsome nugget 
worth $127 taken out of All Coon's placer 
claim at the mouth of Keitbley creek, 
Cariboo. This claim has been worked 
successfully for several years, the output 
last year, worked only with six China- 
men for a short season, being between 
five and six thousand dollars. There is 
gravel enough for a lifetime on the 
ground owned. 

Quartz is attracting more than ordin- 
ary attention and a number of ledges 
have been lately staked off. That we 
have got quartz ledges in Cariboo has 
been amply shown, and if they had been 
as thoroughly prospected as some of our 
placers we should have a rich camp here 
to-day. On Lovatt creek, three miles 
below Beaver Bass, Messrs. Williams and 
Rablin have their tunnel in about 300 
feet but no bedrock yet. 

At Beaver Pass John Peebles is spend- 
ing a good deal of money in draining, 
fencing and clearing the old Beaver Pass 
ranch. If he can succeed in raising 
plenty of good timothy hay he will have 
as good a claim as there is in the coun- 
try. 

The Dragon Creek Hydraulic Mining 
Company, under the superintendence of 
Mr. Gust Lange, is doing good work. 
About twelve men (white) have been 
working for about six weeks and have 
disposed of a lot of gravel. When their 
supply of water begins to slacken the 
dam built last winter will be used to 
store water over night. Mr. Lange 
hopes to atrip a big piece of bedrock be- 
fore the season is finished. 

Clarence Miller, of Anaconda, Mont., 
who has been prospecting in the region 
of Pemberton Meadows, has been to 
Seattle to purchase hydraulic supplies. 
Mr. Miller, V. S. Breasler and Major 
Burnet, of Vancouver, have made of late 
some valuable discoveries about 50 miles 
from Lillooet, and not far from the old 
Cariboo road. They have located three 
claims on a mammoth ledge, of which 
Mr. Miller exhibits some fine samples of 
ore. The ore, Mr. Miller says, will aver- 
age $50 to the ton in gold, silver and cop- 
per, gold largely predominating. At 
one point a creek comes clown across 
the ledge and cuts it down sixty feet 
below the surface; the ledge shows 100 
feet wide, at a point 750 feet away it is 
again shown up in the same way by the 
creek crossing the ledge. In addition to 
these claims Mr. Miller says they have 
some valuable placer ground that will 
pay well for working. A half mile from 
the quartz ledges referred to, and run- 
ning parallel, the same parties have 
made two locations on a ledge fifty feet 
wide that carries a large percentage of 
silver and copper. Mr. Miller, a practical 
chlorinating man in charge of works in 
Idaho before coming to this section, 
seems to be very certain that they have 
wdiat he represents, and if so, a trem- 
endous camp will be the result. 



SUGAR FROM QUEENSLAND. 

The Vancouver Refinery May. Get Its Supply 
From That Colony. 

The News- Advertiser says in referring 
to the negotiations that have taken place 
between Captain Bird, as representative 
of the owners of the Canadian- Australian 
line, and the government of Queensland, 
with the object of making Brisbane the 
last outward and the first inward port 
of call in Australia that "'accord- 
ing to a Sydney telegram, the Canadian 
Pacific company has contracted to 
carry ten thousand tone of sugur 
annually from Australia for the 
Vancouver refinery." This statement is, 
incorrect, no such contract having been 
entered into. There have, however, 
been communications made with Queens- 
land, with a view to obtaining sugar 
from that colony for the local refinery, 
which under the existing Dominion ta- 
riff, could take ail the sugar the Can- 
adian-Australian steamers could bring 
up from Australia. Beyond this though, 
no definite progress has yet been made. 
The position, therefore, is that the B.C. 
Sugar Refinery Co. would, so long as the 
local tariff remained favorable and other 
conditions admitted oi their doiijg so, 
purchase all the sugar Queensland could 
sell them, but whether business will re- 
sult remains to be seen.

Water Rising in the Snalluniclicen- 
Graiie Growing— English Capi- 
tal Seeking Investment. 



"Work will soon bo commenced on the 
mines discovered on theSimilisameen by 
J. Hunter, the pioneer prospector. The 
mines aro eight miles below Keremeos, 
and were bonded some time ii[ro by Mr. 
Hall, who represents a Butte (Montana) 
company. 

The weather in the Similkameen has 
been very warm tor the last two weeks. 
The river was at its highest on June 29, 
about a month Inter than usual. There 
will not be much, if any, damage this 
year by liitrh water. 

A. O. Thompson, who is interested in 
a number of mining properties on the 
west side of Okanagan lake, between 
Camp Hewitt and Pentictou, speaks in 
very high terms of the prospects of that 
district. 

Last spring Judge Spinks planted sev- 
eral bundled grape vines on Prospect 
avenue. The splendid irrowtb of the 
vines and their healthy condition de- 
monstrates that in favorable localities 
grape culture can be pursued with a cer- 
tainty of success. 

The hop yards on the Coldstream 
ranch are in splendid condition and an 
extremely large crop may bo expected. 

An agitation is on foot in the Kettle 
river district towards establishing a 
in imicipality. 

Under the provisions of the amended 
game act the season for deer shooting 
commences this year on Aug. 1. 

Hay making is in full swing through- 
out the district and the crop is reported 
good. In some parts of the Mission 
valley it is said to be heavier than for 
Eeveral years past. 

Bears are more plentiful this summer 
in the southern country than has been 
the case for years, Near Keremeous the 
Indians have been killing them in largo 
numbers during the past few weeks. 

The water in the Spalluincheen river 
rose rapidly lasc week. An immense 
quantity of driftwood is coming down 
stream, and the bridgeat Enderby would 
have been much endangered but for two 
cables recently placed to catch most of 
the drift. 

Messrs Rieardo and Browell, of the 
Coldstream ranch, returned on Friday 
from Calgary, having safely delivered 
2G0 head of cattle shipped the previous 
week. Theirs was the last train t hrough 
before the washout, and had they left a 
day later they would hardly have man- 
aged to get through with the cattle alive 
as several trains were blocked for days 
in the mountains, 

I). Rabbit, the well known member of 
the ti rni of Wood, Cargill &Co., of Arm- 
strong, met with a serious accident last 
Monday evening. Ho wsia engaged in 
rounding up cattle on the raii^e near 
Si wash creek, and in mourning his horse 
the animal slipped on the si.le-hill, fall- 
ing over on Mr. Uubbit and fracturing 
his leg below the knee. 

Mr. It. C. Armstrong, a rancher from 
the Similkameen district, near Kere- 
meos. was in town this week, and re- 
ports thai several valuable mineral dis- 
coveries have recently been made in that 
section. -J. Hunter, a well known pros- 
pector who ban large interests in that 
quarter, has within the past two weeks 
located two splendid ledges, one of which 
is twenty feet in width and carries 
copper and gold in largo proportions. 
The country lyine in the triangle be- 
tween the Similkameen and Ashonola 
rivers is practically unprospeeted as yet, 
and Mr. Armstrong believes that it 
oilers one of the most promising lields 
for miners to be found in the province. 
The ore closely resembles that of the 
famous Rossland mines in appearance, 
and the newly located claims are situ- 
ated about eight miles north of the in- 
ternational boundary and about three 
miles back from the river. It is proba- 
ble that as soon as the find becomes 
known a large influx of prospectors will 
be Bttracted to this district. 

MIDWAY. 
[From tli« Midway Advance.] 

The finest race course in Canada could 
be hail at Mid way, and many are sug- 
gesting a fall meeting. 

Lord and Lady Aberdeen are expected 
to spend about ten days on their estates 
in this district this fall. The date of 
their arrival wd'.l probably be about the 
time of the fall show. 

Crops are Buffering considerably for 
the want at rain, and in many instances 
will be of little value if they do not get 
moisture hi ion. Up north the farmers 
aro more fortunate, as on the 29th of last 
month they got splendid showers. 

The long looked (or t,ri-weekly mail 
service between Penticton and Grand 
.Forks has been innueurated. Such a 
boon as I his serv ice will he to the dis- 
trict it is lia'd to estimate. 

Mr. Wolfenden, secretary of the Okan- 
agan Flour Mill Co., has returned north, 
lie was able to nuke sal islaetorv ar- 
rangements with merchants herewith 
respect to the sale of (lie company's 
hrand of Hour. 

The district is being visited at present j 
by Mr. J. Wulffaoii of Vancouver, who 
represents vast stores of English capital 
looking for investment. With Mr. 
Wulffson is Mr. Clemes, a noted London 
Milling expert, and Mr. Hankey, pri- 
vate secretary. In company with Mr. 
W.T. Thompson, they are making a 
thorough inspection of the mines of the 
district, and investments will no doubt 
be the outcome. 

Mr. Lander, a few dayn ago was bitten 
by a rattle snake. A singular coincid- 
ence in connection with this case, is the 
fact, that Mr. Lander always predicted 
that the first rattle snake he would see 
in the country would bite him, ami so it 
turned out, for before even the snake 
was seen it had bitten him. Mr. Lander 
was at the time building a fence on bis 
pre-emption near Midway, and having 
on a low pair of shoes got bitten on the 
heel of the right foot. 

For manv years past Mr. James, an 
old tinier, has isorkod upon the Old Eng- 
land mine, on R.iefc creek, and lias as a 
result of his efforts a Bbaft down Borne 
seventy feet, which at tho bottom has 
shown by crosscuts a vein of ore twenty- 
three feet wide, which iB of a character 
known as copper sulphide, carrying 
gold and silver, and as well a con- 




siderable proportion of zinc. The ore 
sampled from the entire surface of the 
vein analyzes perhaps better than any 
other found in the district, but it is not 
from the average of the ore the greatest 
returns are obtained. Tho vein has a 
three-foot streak of very high grade ore 
next to the hanging wall, and it is from 
this the owners expect great returns 
when shipped to the smelter. Being a 
strictly smelting proposition, nothing 
can be done with the ore in this district 
at present, so no doubt when shipping 
operations commence it will be sent to 
Everett or Tacouia. 

Plans and specifications for a splendid 
irrigation system for Midway and valley 
have been prepared by Mr. J. A. Cor- 
yell, under the direction of the townsite 
agent here. The plans have been for- 
warded to headquarters in Montreal. 
The water will be taken from Boundary 
creek by a flume and ditch, which, will 
have an easy carrying capacity of 1,000 
miners' inches, and which will be from 
the point of commencement to its junc- 
tion with tin! creek, some four miles 
long. By this system the Murray pro- 
perty, recently purchased by the Town- 
site Company, comprising about 350 
acres, will he thoroughly irrigated, and 
when split up into small holdings should 
have a ready sale. 

QUEBEC'S *;OOI> FOLK. 

How the Present Masters of the Government 
Were Until Recently Regarded by 
Ontario " Liberals." 

(From the Toronto Mail-Empire.) 
To pass from grave to gay, everybody 
must be sorry for J. W. Bengougb. For 
many years Mr. Bengougb allowed J. D. 
Edgar to suffer under the imputation 
that he had warned us that — 

"The desperate French-Canadian horde, 

Ontario, Ontario. 
Would rob thee of thy just award, 

Ontario, Ontario, 
Hut all their plots shall he in vain ; 
They shall not get thy lair domain, 
Ontario, I mtario." 

Mr. Edgar rebelled against the accusa- 
tion which made him responsible for 
this production, and Mr. Bengougb had 
to acknowledge its paternity. One can 
readily imagine that the poet who thus 
poured himself forth in verBe must 
again be agitated as he sees approaching 
" a desperate French Canadian horde — 
Ontario, Ontario" — the Mercier gang, 
experts in fraud— " Ontario, Ontario" 
— an eager, hungry, ragged troupe, with 
ladles ready for the soup, " Ontario, On- 
tario." 

The working majority will be twenty- 
one French Canadians. A little knot of 
twelve of these can at any moment put 
Mr. Laurier out. Let him refuse any de- 
mand, however improper that may be 
made upon him by his Quebec followers, 
and oil' goes bis head. None of us can 
forget what was termed tho No. 8 con- 
spiracy which was organized against the 
Conservatives by Tarte. The govern- 
ment was asking parliament for 
authority to advance money to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company in 
the shape of a loan. It was a 
wise proposition, as events proved. 
Tarte, however, swooped down upon Ot- 
tawa with a horde of heelers and can- 
vassed the Bleus to vote against the loan 
unless Sir John Macdonald consented to 
make an allowance to Quebec on account 
of its railway expenditures. It happen- 
ed that Sir John had a clear majority 
over Quebec, and so the scheme failed. 
Mr. Laurier has no such protection as 
Sir John had, and, what is more, he has 
it following which, after eighteen years 
of exile from office at Ottawa and four 
years' exclusion from office at Quebec, 
is equipped with an extremely keen ap- 
petite. 

A ['UK ELY FRENCH VICTORY. 

"Montreal Witness: We boast to-day 
of our brave and vurile French-Cana- 
dians. The victory is theirs. The glory 
of it is theirs, and truly it is a glorious 
day for them, this St. Jean Baptiste, 
significant to them of nationality and of 
manly liberty.

THE NEW CABINET. 

Mr. Laurier's Cabinet is nearly com- 
plete. He had, no doubt, considerable 
difficulty in forming it, and we would 
not be at all surprised to hear that his 
selection has seriously displeased many 
influential members of the old Liberal 
party. 

In the first place, Mr. Laurier has 
felt himself obliged to go outside the 
House of Commons and the Senate ior 
not fewer than five of the sixteen 
members who form his Cabinet, and if 
Mr. Sifton is appointed Minister of the 
Interior, as is most likely, the outsiders 
will he six. They are Sir Oliver Mowat, 
Mr. Fielding, Mr. Tarte, Mr. Blair, Mr. 
Paterson and Mr. Sifton. Of these, two, 
Messrs. Tarte and Paterson, are rejected 
candidates. Having to go outside the 
Federal legislature for as many as six 
members of his Cabinet shows very 
clearly that very little good material for 
Cabinet making was elected by the Grits 
on the 23rd of June last. 

old Liberals will be greatly surprised 
to find so able and so deserving a mem- 
ber of the party as the Hon. David Mills 
left out in the cold, and so hard a worker 
and so prominent and worthy a man in 
every respect as Mr. Win. Paterson 
placed in a subordinate position. If any 
two men of the Liberal party deserved 
well of a Liberal Premier they were Mr. 
Mills and Mr. Paterson. It must appear 
very strange to an old Liberal well ac- 
quainted with the history of his party 
to see a man like Israel Tarte 
preferred to William Paterson. 
Mr. Tarte is placed at the 
head of one of the most important of the 
spending departments, while Mr. Pater- 
Bon is relegated to a much less influen- 
tial position. Liberals will, we think, 
he apt to conclude that if the positions 
were reversed nothing more than justice 
would have been done to Mr. Paterson 
and Mr. Tarte would have receivetl more 
than his due. 

Appointing Mr. Fielding, a new and 
untried man, to the Department of 
Finance and making Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, the Minister of Finance of the 
funner Liberal Government, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, is open to criti- 
cism. If Mr. Laurier really intends to 
carry out his promises with regard to 
free trade, he certainly should have 
made Sir Richard his Minister of Fin- 
ance. The latter gentleman has been a 
zealous and consistent advocate of free 
trade for the last eighteen years and 
more. In fact if it had not been for 
him it is almost certain that the Liberal 
party would long ago have abandoned 
free trade. 

There are many men in the new gov- 
ernment who hare shown themselves to 
be able, industrious and trustworthy in 
their respective fields of labor, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether they will win 
for themselves high reputations in the 
wider sphere which they have just 
entered. 

The Times seems to think that Mr. 
Laurier has not shown any partiality for 
his own race in the formation of his 
Government. He has, we think, done 
very well for them and for the Province 
of Quebec. The French -Canadians in 
the Cabinet are Laurier, Tarte, Joly and 
Geoffrion. There are besides, from 
Quebec, Fisher, Fitzpatrick and Dobell. 
That is, Quebec has seven members in 
a Cabinet of seventeen, and four of the 
seven are of French extraction.

We are told that a wonderful speech 
was made at the Chicago Convention— a 
speech that carried its members by 
storm. That speech, it is said, will 
make a young man, comparatively un- 
known, President of the United States. 
When one begins to read the speech 
noticed in such terms of enthusiastic 
commendation, and which produced 
such a wonderful etl'ect, he expects to 
be charmed by a masterpiece of elo- 
quence. He feels sure that the orator has 
not wasted words in frothy declama- 
tion or in meretricious embellish- 1 
ment. To the reader who possesses! 
either good sense or good taste, the 
much-lauded speech of VV. S. Bryan is a 
great disappointment. It is not elegant 
or even vigorous in diction, it is weak 
in argument, and its declamation 
is turgid and in the worst taste. The 
orator must have a wonderful personal 
charm, and his audience must have been 
greatly prepossessed in his favor when 
they could be carried away by 
such a speech. We are not alone in 
wondering how Mr. Bryan's speech 
could have an unusual effect on an audi- 
ence composed of men of even aver- 
age intelligence. The editor of the 
Portland Oregonian, who, it must he ad- 
mitted by his opponents as well a his ad- 
mirers, is a man of far more than aver- 
age ability, says that Mr. Bryan " carri- 
ed the convention by an inflammatory 
speech, too contemptible to be the sub- 
ject of examination or argument." And 
he describes the character of the orator 
as " that merely of a shallow, reckless 
and windy demagogue, too young yet 
even to have partially subdued, with 
the first lessons of reflection from study 
and experience, the heat and flame of an 
extravagant and distempered enthusiasm 
of the partisan zealot seeking political 
notoriety and advancement." In 
order to give our leaders 
some idea of the orator's style and the 
taste and capacity of his audience we 
reproduce below the passage of bis ape 
that elicited thunders of applause : 

We say to you that you have made too 
limited in its application the definition 
of a business man. The man who is em- 
ployed for wages is as much a business 
man as his employer. The attorney in 
a country town is as much a business 
man as the corporation counsel in the 
great metropolis. The merchant at the 
cross-road;! store is as much a business 
man as the merchant of New York. 
The farmer wdio goes forth in the morn- 
ing and toils all day, begins in spring 
and toils till summer, and by the appli- 
cation of brain and muscle to the 
natural resources of this country 
creates wealth, is as much a busi- 
ness man its the man who goes upon the 
hoard of trade and bets upon the price of 
grain. The miners who go 1,000 feet 
into the earth or climb 2,000 feet upon 
the cliffs and bring forth from their hid- 
ing place precious metals to be poured 
into' the channels of trade are as much 
business men as the financial magnates 
who in ,a back room corner the money of 
the world. We come to speak for this 
broader class of business men. Ah, my 
friends, we say not a word against those 
who live upon the Atlantic coast, but 
those hardy pioneers who have braved 
all the dangers of the wilderness; who 
have made the desert to blossom its the 
rose; those pioneers away out there, 
rearing their children near to 
nature's heart, where they can 
mingle their voices with the voices of 
the birds; out there were they have 
erected school houses for the education 
of their young and churches where they 
praise their Creator, and cemeteries 
where sleep the ashes of their dead, 
as deserving ol the consideration of this 
party as any people in this country. 

The orator, we see by the report, was 
twice interrupted by storms of cheers 
when giving utterance to the above 
string of platitudes and truisms that 
everyone lias heard hundreds of times 
not only without admiration but with 
something like weariness. 

The above, we presume, was intended 
foi oratory; we will now give our readers 
a specimen of what Mr. Bryan no doubt 
intended for argument. In reply to an 
argument of a previous speaker, who 
saiti that the platform of the Convention 
was opposed to the national bank 
currency, Mr. Bryan said: 

We say in our platform that we be- 
lieve the right to coin money and issue 
money is a function of the government. 
We believe it is a partol the sovereignty 
and can no more with safety bo dele- 
gated to private individuals than we 
could afford to delegate to private indi- 
viduals the power to make penal sta- 
tutes or levy laws - for taxation. Mr. 
Jefferson, who was. once 1 regardedi as 
gootl Democratic authority, seems: to 
have a different opinion from the gentle- 
men who have addressed us on the part 
of the minority. Thoso who are' op- 
posed to this proposition tell us that the 
issue of paper money is a function of a 
bank, and that the government ought to 
go out of tho .blinking business. I stand 



with Jefferson rather than with tliem, 
and tell them, as ho did, that the issue 
of money is a function of the govern- 
ment, and that the banks ought to go 
out of the government business. 
' We presume that the speaker and his 
hearers both knew that governments 
which would not dream of extending to 
private individuals the power to make 
special statutes or to enact laws for the 
imposition of taxes, have permitted pri- 
vate individuals to " issue money " and 
that the privilego has been found to be 
of the greatest advantage to the com- 
munity. But with orators of the stamp 
of Mr. Bryan facts, let them be ever so 
well known, and experience, let it he 
ever so well grounded, are of no avail 
whatever when opposed to any theory 
which they happen to favor and by the 
aid of which they hope to be hoisted in- 
to power. 

This man, who is nominated as candi- 
date for the presidency of a great nation, 
so far forgot his own dignity and the 
importance of the occasion as to pander 
to the prejudices of his audience by al- 
luding to the fancied resemblance of Mr. 
McKinley to Napoleon Bonaparte in 
connection with the fact that he was 
nominated as the candidate of the Re- 
publican party on the anniversary of 
the battle of Waterloo. 

The peroration of this extraordinary 
speech is as fine a specimen of fustian as 
can bo found in the whole range of liter- 
ature intended to he serious, liere it is: 
"It is the issue of 1770 over again. 
Our ancestors, when 3,000,000 in num- 
ber, had the courage to declare their in- 
dependence oi every other nation on 
earth. Shall we, their descendants, 
when we have 70,000,000, declare that 
we are less independent than our fore- 
fathers? No, my friends, it will never 
he the judgment of the people. Therefore 
we care not upon what lines the battle 
is fought. If they say bi-metallisni is 
good, but we can never have it till some 
nation helps us, we reply that instead of 
having the gold standard because Eng- 
land has it, we shall restore bi-metullism 
and then let England have bi-metallism 
because the United States has it. If 
they dure to come out and in the open 
defend the gold standard as a good thing 
we shall light them to the utmost. 
Having behind us the commercial inter- 
ests, the laboring interests and all the 
toiling masses, we shall answer their de- 
mands for the gold standard by say- 
ing to them ; ' You shall not press down 
upon the brow of labor this crown of 
thorns. You shall not crucify mankind 
upon the cross of gold, 1 " 

The fact that Mr. Bryan's bombastic 
and illogical speech had the effect of 
winning for him tho favor of the Demo- 
cratic Convention shows in a very 
striking way the intellectual standing of 
the silver party in the United States. 
The only effect which such a speech 
could have on an audience of well- 
informed thinking men would f)e one 
unfavorable to the speaker.

IMPATIENT OF TURKISH RULE. 

The Cretans are not tamely submit- 
ting to Turkish tyranny. They have 
arms in their hands and they evidently 
do not intend to lay them down until 
they get terms from the Porte which 
please them or until they have thrown 
off the Turkish yoke altogether. The 
Cretans, both Christian and Mahom- 
tnedan, are of Greek extraction. Those 
of them who are Christians are impa- 
tient, of Turkish rule, What they want 
is annexation to Cireeee. Greece is not 
strong or rich enough to help the Cretans 
openly, but the Greeks are in a quiet 
way giving the Cretan insurgents ail the 
aid ami comfort they possibly can. 
" The Greek Government," Harold 
Frederic says, " still main- 
tains the semblance of neutrality 
hut the Athenian press is quite out of 
hand now, and openly preaches a 
Cretan propaganda. It is notorious, 
too, that a swarm of small 'Greek traders 
are in Cretan waters professedly dis- 
tributing relief, but really landing guns, 
cannon and munitions of war for the 
rebels. Stories came to-day of a dis- 
turbance on the Turko-Ureek frontier. 
They may or may not be true, but cer- 
tainly they are not surprising.'' 

The Cretans are not without hope that 
something will be done by the great 
powers of Europe to free them from 
Turkish tyranny ; and it does appear as 
if, in the opinion of the European peoples, 
the cup of the Turk's iniquity is nearly 
full. Tho-necounts of the atrocities in 
Armenia made a deep impression 
on Christian communities everywhere, 
and it is only owing to the 
jealousies of governments that Turkey 
has not been punished long ere 
this for its inhuman treatment of Chris- 
tian communities. It may be that pub- 
lic opinion will, in the near future, be 
too strong for the governments, and 
some of them may be impelled by an 
influence which they cannot resist to 
interpose on behalf of tho people who 
are Btill Buffering from the effects of 
Turkish oppression and Turkish inhu- 
manity. It is quite evident that the 
Sultan dares not do in Crete what he lias 
done with impunity in Armenia. Euro- 
pean governments are on tho qui utile, 
and if the Cretans aro treated as the 
Armenians were, the boom of British 
cannon will, at all risks, be heard in 
Constantinople.

C. Gardner, of the 
Thames Rowing Club, umpired, ami the 
wind and tide were favorable for a good 
race. Betting was even. Harding won 
the toss and chose the Surry side. After 
three false starts the men got away at 
3:30 o'clock, each pulling 35 strokes 
to the minute. At the twenty-second 
stroke Stansbury led by a length. At 
500 yards from the start he was two 
lengths in the lead and took Harding's 
water. The mile was made in fdUr min- 
uses" and twenty-eight seconds, Stans- 
bury leading by four lengths. At Ham- 
mersmith the Australian increased his 
lead to six lengths, the time at this point 
being .S minutes 17 seconds, which is 12 
seconds better than the record. The 
race from this point to the finish was a 
mere procession, Stansbury rowing 
easily and frequently looking around to 
view the course.

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MAN'S SECULAR FATE 

WHAT IS TO nCCOME OF HIM AS RE- 
LATED TO WOMANJ 



•Jnnins Henri Riovvuo Says slio Will no 
Generous In Dor Victory— Nature C:tn 
Still Bo Trusted, So Tlioro 1* No Need of 
Alarm Amon£ Coiisorvutlvcs.

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E AMERICANS have al- 
waya boasted, and justly, 
that women uro moro re- 
spected and honored iu 
this country thnn any- 
where else on the globe. 
And the fact lias been re- 
3 best evidence of our high 
We have always main- 
full equality with man, 
xtraordiuary advancement 



here, since tho civil war especially, 
would make them seem in many re- 
spects hi.] superior. Some of na used to 
wonder, from our extreme sympathy 
with her, us physically the weaker of 
the two sexes, what would becomo of 
her in the constantly increasing hurly 
burly and competition of life. 

Sho has so abundantly answered that 
question for herself in the present gen- 
eration that now we cannot help but 
think what is to become of us. What 
wo once considered exclusively, uncon- 
ditionally our work she has shown to 
be hers as well as ours. In some things 
on which we have particularly plumed 
ourselves she has surpassed us. She 
has grown to be our formidable rival in 
nearly every department of trade, liter- 
ature and art We find that she is con- 
tinually pushing us from our places, 
but such is our gallantry, our admira- 
tion of the sex that we do not complain. 
We accept it all gracefully. We rejoice 
iu her success. We turn our hand to 
something else. 

There are many ultra conservatives 
who Ptill talk about woman stepping j 
out of her sphere. But nobody minds I 
them. Her sphere is whatever she can i 
fill; it is tho whole planet sho inhabits, ! 
as she has already demonstrated. While! 
those ci nservatives oro solemnly debat- 
ing whether sho should or should not 
enter this or that field sho is already ! 
there and winning distinction. There 
was formerly a deal of recital concern- 1 
ing her "emancipation," but sho must I 
long ago have secured all that thai hard 
worked word can possibly mean. She; 
has emancipated herself even from mar- 
riage, it, is claimed, which is very much J 
like emancipation from herself, so firm- I 
ly has she been attached to il for ages, j 
She is certainly as free, as independent, ! 
as would appear to bo practicable, and] 
ill :t position, through her supremo free- 
dom, to overcome any and all opposing 
circumstances. She has gained the up- 
per hand of man and will, from all indi- 
cations, be pretty sure to keep it, And 
thii, too, far mere by her own intelli- 
gence, tact, capacity, management and 
energy than by any original disposition, 
however kiudly, of his to help her or to 
further her purposes. She has surprised 
him, if not herself, by her remarkable 
achievements, lie accepts her possibili- 
ties as probabilities and marvels what 
■be will do next. He is evidently resign- 
ed to the inevitable, perfectly willing to 
acquiesce in the great but silent revolu- 
tion that has brought woman to the 
front in practical affairs. 

Woman has not yet obtained the full 
right of suffrage except in two or three 
states of the west and the right to vote 
in divers New England states on certain 
questions in which she is particularly 
interested. Hut she will soon have the 
privilege to vote everywhere on every 
question. II can hardly bo otherwise. 
Voting is really a privilege, not a right, 
and should be so regarded. She has 
stood for office, and has been elected, 
and early in the coming century she 
will in all probability be legally author- 
ized throughout the republic to play as 
complete, as varied, as prominent a 
part in politics as her brothers play. 
What the final outcome may be cannot 
be foretold. Woman believes generally 
that politics will be purified and thai 
the ri suit will bo most salutary to the 
country. Many m< n hold to exactly the 
opposite view. It is likely that woman's 
votiugwiil make little difference. It 
has certainly made little in tho places 
whe;e she voles now. 

When she shall have gained the suf- 
frage tlirougliin.it the Union, she will 
have nothing morn to contend for or to 
long for. She will bo on precisely the 
same plane as man, his partner, his as- 
sociate, his colleague. Ins fellow laborer 
in all the relations of life. Having no 
more worlds to conquer, she may lose 
her ambition, her force, her spirit, and 
decline to such an extent that man may 
have an opportunity to recover what he 
has lost. That may be his sole chance. 

When it is remembered that the first 
woman's rights convention was held in 
1848 at tlii house of Mn«. Elizabeth 
Cudy Stanton, and that she is still liv- 
ing, her mind as bright as over, some 
adequate idea may be formed of the 
rapid strides the sex has made toward 
self enlargement. Has there been before 
so vast a revolution, so radical a change 
in any part of humanity, in less than 
50 years? 

From the earliest, historic period down 
to the present men have been deligently 
discussing the dispositions, tho capacity, 
tho tendency, the future of woman. Sho 
has been censured, satirized, lectured to 
death. Sho has been glorified on one 
lhaud and abused on the other, until ono 



might think glorification and abuse 
would be considered by her equally val- 
ueless. Man has manifestly held himself 
responsible for her, and in the midst of 
his endless palaver she has gono steadily 
on with her progress and now Stands re- 
vealed as his equal in most things, in 
some things as his superior. After some 
thousands of ycar3sho lias fairly turned 
the tabhs 0:1 him. She is at last sover- 
eign, individually autonomous. She has 
forced him to think of himself, to look- 
after his immediate interests, which her 
great advanc ruent has imperiled. 

From this time henceforth he can take 
the medicine ho has so lavishly and per- 
petually prescribed for her. Sho is gen- 
erous in her triumph. Content with her 
magnificent victory, she does not nag 
him, criticise him, comment on him in 
season and out of season, after his man- 
ner toher. She will return good for evil. 
If ho cannot provide for himself, she 
will see that ho does not suffer. She 
will not many him perhaps; sho may 
do better — she may love him. If he falls 
into affliction, she will surely pity him, 
sustain and relievo him, if possible. He 
need not despair. Ho is safe in her 
hands. Ho can trust her as ho has ever 
done, despite his denunciations, his 
misogynj-. 

Man should have plenty of leisure 
when he ceases to occupy himself with 
woman mentally, morally, socially, 
trunseoudentully, hypothetic-ally. He 
may discover new industries, make new I 
inventions, which he can carry en for 
awhile himself until she excels him in 
his occupation, as she has so often done. 
It may bo of much benefit to him to at- 
tend wholly to his own affairs and let 
women severely alone. It will bo to him 
a novelty, an unfamiliar sensation at 
least. 

What is woman to become? No mat- 
ter. What is to become of man? Never 
mind. Are the old customs of tho world, 
are tho habits and instincts of tho sexes, 
are marriage and domesticity to'be swept 
away? Let, us wait in patience and see. 
There is no occasion for alarm. There 
never has been in a cosmic consideration. 
Wo are pompous pygmies, every one ui 
us. But we are all alike in the hands oi 
nature. Wo can trust her implicitly — 
indeed wo must. This is a world of in- 
cessant change. Let it change as it, may. 
Man will always bo man and woman 
always woman.

"Literary and Dramatic Career of 11 Urli- 
liaat Youiijr Woman. 

The subject of this sketch, Miss Lil- 
lian A. North, is of English parentage, 
but has shaped her career on American 
soil and chiefly in Philadelphia. She is 
tall and graceful, with a handsome and 
refined face and a voice of silvery, reso- 
nant clearness. 

At HI Miss North was a busy newspa- 
per correspondent on the great city dai- 
lies and also a popular writer of short 
stories. She held successively e ditorial 
positions on a well known woman's 
weekly, Lippineott's Magazine and the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. Hut tiie 
continual press of business and literary 
work made too great inroads on her 
strength, and in the spring of 1894 sho 
abandoned her more active work for 
travel. Hut it was only comparative rest 

that the busy young authoress now al- 
lowed herself, for it soon became known 
that sho was studying hard under two 
masters of speech and dramatic art. t )nly 
last season she was introduced to the 
public as a reader at Sorosis, and since 
then the press has had much to say of 
her talent. 

Miss North is the eldest of three 
children. On her father's side sho comes 
from an old Oxford family. Her mother

is a direct descendant of a proud old 
Shropshire family, who for generations 
have occupied tho same roof tree, culti- 
vated the same meadow lands, clung to 
the prime old English virtues — hospital i 
ty and how ir — \v< in the respect and love of 
the surrounding villagers for ready in- 
terest and assistance in time of need alio 
gone to their graves owing no mall a 
penny, but leaving something behind. 
Two among the later branch wore clergy- 
men and favorite pupils of Spurgeon. 

Miss North first came into print at 
the age of If) years, and, although lior 
literary work since that period has been 
constant, it has recently been largely 
confined to that great newspaper syndi- 
cate, the American Press Association. 

Miss North has many cultured ami 
intellectual friends both in the famous 
and tho quieter walks of life, who nil 
believe and prophesy great things for 
her future.

Secretary Elworthy of tho Board of 
Trade requested an appropriation of at 
least $175 towards the cost of 'publishing 
say 5,000 copies of tho annual report, 
lieferi'ed to the 11 nance committee. 

The secrutarj' of the Medico-Ohirurgi- 
cal Society wrote that they do not con- 
sider it necessary for their members to 
wear badges ; and asking that they be 
permitted to drive over bridges faster 
than a walk when on the way to attend 
urgent cases. 

Mr. T. P, West wrote with respect to 
the criticism made through tho Colonist 
on the slow progress being made with 
the pile bridge at Point Ellice. He ex- 
plained that the cause has been the lack 
of timber and iron, and that he has made 
the promptest use that any man could 
make of the material supplied to him. 

It was explained that steps have been 
taken to secure a better supply of lum- 
ber, and after discussion it was resolved 
that .Mr. West be informed that the 
council are satisfied that he has done all 
that was possible under the circum- 
stances. 

Archer Martin wrote complaining of 
the water service to his residence, and 
stating that failing redress he would be 
forced to prefer an indictment against 
the corporation for breach of its statu- 
tory duty. A letter from the watereom- 
missioner suggested that another line of 
pipe be run from the pump house to the 
higher levels! so that the force would 
riot be diminished by the water being 
drawn of! en route as at present; also 
that Mr. Martin had been informed 
when be was building his house on the 
highest spot to be found in the city that 
there would be a difficulty in securing a 
regular supply of water. The writer will 
be informed that steps are being taken 
to improve the supply of water to the 
higher levelB. 

The report from the committee of the 
whole on Aid. Macmillan's charges 
against the tire department, declaring 
them to be without foundation, was 
read. The alderman took exception to 
the report and spoke disparagingly of 
the'attitude of certain members of the 
committee and some of the witnesses. 

Ald. Wn.LiAMs wanted to know why 
Aid. Macmillan did not thus express 
himself at the investigation, instead of, 
"after then giving in like a whipped 
spaniel," leaving it till now to get up be- 
fore the public and insist that he was 
right in making the charges. 

Other aldermen protested against the 
attitude now taken by Aid. Macmillan, 
and in favor of the finding of the report. 
It was then received and filed. 

A report from the finance committee 
recommended an appropriation of $800 
for laying an 8-inch pipe for water ser- 
vice from the pumping station to Fern- 
wood road. This was agreed to. 

The lire wardens reported the building 
No. 19 Government street in a danger- 
bus condition, being seven inches out of 
plumb at the rear and supported only by 
two props, and recommended that it be 
taken down. Agreed to.; 

The committee of the home for the 
aged and infirm recommended the ad- 
mission of William Monk. Adopted. 

A report from the streets committeo 
recommended, with respect to the offer 
of McGregor it Jeevesjto supply material 
from an excavation for deposit on Belle- 
ville street, at the usual rates, that it be 
not, entertained, as there are no funds 
available. 

Ald. Macmillan said there was an 
additional reason, that in 1894 McGregor 
ec Jeevee had taken certain earth from 
city work and deposited it on private 
property. lie thought that as they had 
(taken earth free then they should be 
compelled to deposit it free now. 

The report was adopted. 

Another report from the streets com- 
mittee recommended that, as it will take 
a good deal longer than expected to com' 
plete the Point Ellice bridge, the City 
Engineer be authorized to proceed with 
tho replanking of the E. lx N. railway 
bridge so as to give immediate com 
munication with the city to the people 
of Victoria West. 

Ald. Glovkh eaid this ought to have 
been done weeks ago, instead of putting 
the people to the inconvenience they hud 
suffered for several weeks. 

Ald. Wilson said the reason 
this proposition is made is 
that Mr. Dunsinuir had forbidden 
any more vehicles going over 
the bridge without replanking, as a horse 
had gone through yesterday. Mr. Hun- 
ter, the manager of the railway, had 
suggested that inch planks would do for 
the covering, and this will cost only 
about if 100. 

The report was adopted. 

A resolution authorizing the demoli- 
tion of several old buildings was adopted : 
and while on the subject of nuisances 
A Id. Williams called attention to the coin- 
plaints in the newspapers about the re- 
moval of garbage in the daytime, which 
is against the by-law*. 

The council adjourned at 10 :35 p.m.
